It is very largely due to the intense 
antagonism that this body of women 
has displayed toward the National 
Defense Act that has prompted John 
W. Weeks, Secretary of War, to de- 
nounce them publicly as “dangerous 
radicals.”

CHICAGO, July 10-—Three records |” 


in radio communication have been | 
broken by the Leviathan, according to 
an announcement made by the West- 
ern Electric Company here. The an- 
nouncement says: : 

The ship not only broke all previous 
war-time communication marks by 
transmitting 15,000 words a day to and 
from the shore, but managed to keep 
in constart touch with land radio sta- 
tions 1000 to 13800 miles away. - By 
means of new apparatus especially de- 
signed for it, the Leviathan operated 
simultaneously and for long periods two 
different sending and receiviig sets. 
The steamer carries four antenne, two 
for sending and two for receiving. 

The newly developed transmitter in- 
stalled on the Leviathan is designed to 
send messages on four different wave 
lengths. A rotary wave-changing switch 
operated by means of an automobile 
steering wheel permits almost instan- 
taneous change to any one of four wave 
lengths—1800, 2100, 2400 or 2500 meters 
—on the Leviathan's.antenne. Three 
of these wave lengths were used on the 
trial trip—1800, 2100 and 2500 meters—- 
the highest and the lowest were used 
for transmitting messages and the in- 
termediate one for calling stations.

Suffice it to consider what were long 
regarded as essentials of a settlement 
with Turkey. There was to be abso- 
lute protection for Christian minori- 
ties; instead their every interest was 
sacrificed and they were hounded from 
the country. “Never again will one 
power be permitted to close the Dar- 
danelles,” declared allied statemen; 
Turkey can close the Straits within a 
few hours. The conditions. governing | 
security and decegt treatment for for- 
eign residents in Turkey were to be 
strengthened; they have‘been whittled 


down to'a valueless tome. Trading 
security was to have increased ; 


Turkey was to be removed from Eu- 
rope; it is back in full force, even its 
military establishment therein being) 
ow unlimited, 

Finally instead of being compelled 
to surrender its arms and pay an in- 
demnity—the formal fate of a defeated 
combatant—Turkey obtains the re® 
turn of war matériel captured on the 
battle field,and western Europe is even 
unable to block its attempt to reduce 
its pre-war debt ‘by two-thirds. 


Turks Come Out on Top 
The Allies get practically nothing; 
the Turks obtain more than they 
hoped for. To call this a satisfactory 
peace would be ridiculous. A more 


important question is whether it is,any 
kind of a peaee. One thing that. may 
be definitely said is that it is not re- 
garded as a definite settlement of 
anything, save the political frontiers 
of Turkey in Asia—and even here we 
are presuming on a satisfactory term- 
ination of the negotiations regarding 
the Mesopotamian boundary. 

For the rest, much will/depeand upon 
whether the Turks can learn lessons 
in the hard school of experience. 
They have succeeded in wiping out 
the time-honored safeguards which ex- 
isted prior to their entry into the 
Great War. But satisfactory relations 
with the outside world are not based 
upon the series of capitulations to 
their intoxicated nationalism, which 
Ismet has wrung from the Allies at 
Lausanne, 

Normal] international intercourse and 
commercial development cannot thrive 
amid the unrestrained fanaticism and 
unstable retroactive legislation of An- 
gora. Nor can any straw barricade 
erected by the. divisions, jealousies, 
ambitions or preoccupations of west- 
ern European nations more than tem- 
porarily check the fatal retrogression 
of the Turks in their homelands in 
Anatolia..

Hebrew or Arabic Needed 


to Teach in Palestine 
Special from Monitor Bureau 

LONDON, June 25-—The education 
of Arab girls is the concern of Miss 
Hilda Ridier, principal, Women’s 
Elementar§ Training College, Jeru- 
salem, the only woman delegate to 
the confeernce. She has had the 
task of organizing girls’ schools in 
Palestine. At the request of the Gov- 


ernment of Jerusalem, she began to 
do so in the summer of 1918 when} 
only the southern paft of Palestine | ™ 
was under British rule. Speaking of | 
her work, she told a Monitor repre- 
sentative, in part: 

At firat we had three elementary 
schools in Jerusalem, but later qn we 
were able to re-open oar create girls’ 
schools in most of the towns, such 
as Nablus, Nazareth, and Tiberias on 
the Lake of Galilee. We have now. 
about 32 girls’ schools up and down the 
country. 

The girle who attend them are mostly 
Moslems, although there are some 
Christians — the proportion depends 
upon the town. Bethlehem is a Christian 
town, Nablus mainly Moslem, while in 
Nazareth, Christians and Moslems live 
side by side. The Jews have their own 
schools assisted by a grant from the 
Government. Hebrew is the language 
of instruction for the Jews, while in the 
government schools, it is Arabic. Eng- 
lish ia taught as a foreign language in 
the schools in the larger towns from the 
third year of school. 

The children come when they are six 
and generally leave when they are 12. 
They stay a little longer sometimes, but 
the marriage age is very young. 

My great problem is to find ade- 
quately trained teachers. One might 
say there are almost none. It is use- 
les# to bring girla from home, because 
the instruction in the schools is given 
in Arabic, and the language is a dif- 
ficult one to learn. The only thing to 
do was to open a training college for 
women in Jerusalem. We did this in 
1919, and the first 25 girls are just 
‘ready to begin teaching. They are 
given a contract, four for 
education and training, and two to be 
spent in aes The training is = 
of all and the students 
boarded’ at the at the college. They inciads 
native Christians, Moslems, and Bahais. 
All have the opportunity of following 
their own religion. 


Problem of Seclusion 


Miss Ridler has to be very careful 
that Moslem ideag of seclusion for 
women are respected in the schools. 
The playground must be well se- 
cluded, and in the teaching of history 
no mention must be made of religion. 
She continued: 


The teachers are only being trained 
to give elementary education, nothing 
more is necessary at present but we aim 
ata high standard. We lay great stress 
on developing what is latent in every 
girl—a taste for design. Neatness and 
dexterity is a tradition with the Arabs. 
so it is not surprising that they excel 
in handwork. Every girl is given a 
complete domestic course and the stu- 
dents do the housework of the college 
under trained supervision. They have

LONDON, June 25—How high educa- 
tional levels are maintained in coun- 
try districts was explained by Frank 
Tate, Director of Education for Vic- 
toria, Australia. Speaking to a Moni- 
tor representative, Mr. Tate sald: 

The view we take in Victoria is that 
the whole of the work of the elementary 
school, so far as can be done, must be 
related to the life of the district in 
which the child lives. We take the 
things he is interested in outside and 
make use of —_ for school instruction. 
This c be ne in reading, composi- 


tion, wing, arithmetic, in fact 
any of the school subjects. 


Rural Schools Good 


One of the chief problems in Aus- 
tralia is to develop our country districts, 
and we claim in Victoria that our rural 
schools attain as high an efficiency as 
those of our cities. 

Every young teacher from college 
must t up a period of country serv- 
ice. This the country schools are not 
the refuge of those who cannot secure 
the more coveted positions in the cities. 

Agriculture is taught very efficiently 
in a great number of rural schools. 
The parents, through the school com- 
mittee, assist the teachers in pre- 
paring agricultural plots. One great 
difficulty was to secure teachers who 
could command the confidence of the 
farmers in this special work. The 

method now being adopted is to take 

an expert teacher of agriculture, who 
is in charge of a small school, and make 
him a group supervisor in agriculture. 
The teachers within a 10-mile radius 
of school belong to his group, and 
they meet him in order to work out 
definite problems. 
They decide, for instance, the work to 
do in wheat growing for the season, or 
in keeping poultry. If wheat is decided 
upon, the area to be cultivated is fixed 
at something well within the compass 
of the small school, the method of cul- 
tivation is agreed upon, the kind and 
quantity of manures, and the varieties 
of wheat to be sown. 


Children Keep Books 


The sowing and all other operations 
are carriéd out at the same time by all 
the teachers of a group with their 
pupils. About once a month the teach- 
ers meet, bringing with them the field 
notebooks of the children.. So progress 
is reported, and the work goes on until 
the harvest. Competitions are often 
arranged between the groups, and be- 
tween individuals of a group. 

The young teachers are, as a rule, 
well educated and bright and capable 
of carrying out the instructions of an 
experienced group leader. As evidence 
of this, the prize for the best field note- 
book in a wheat-growing district was 
won by a girl pupil in a school taught 
by a city-bred young woman teacher. 

Another way of interesting the chil- 
dren in farm pursuits has been to as- 
sign to each child a different home 
product in agriculture. A committee of 
farmers assist the teachers, and these 
examine the wpe ot the children at

LONDON, June 25—“We are making 
arrangements now for compulsory 
education in Bombay,” said K. 8. 


Vaxil, formeriy education inspector of 
training schools for elementary teach- 
ers in Bombay, to The Christian 
Science Monitor representative. “The 
act has been passed, and an experi- 
ment has already been tried in Surat 
City—the first place where the Eng-. 
lish came and established a factory 
in 1612.” 

Continuing, Mr. Vakil said: 

The experiment was very successful, 
double the number of children attend- 
ing school at the end of a year. The 
great problem for the teacher has been 
irregular attendance, and we hope now 
to get better teaching, for there will no 
longer be this reason against p 
The children between 6 and i years 
will in future have to attend school. 
They are accustomed to go to work at 
3 years old, so the alteration of the 
Factory Act will have to come. The 
rights of the children have never been 
recognized. 

The establishment of school attend- 
ance officers will be our first step. I 
have been studying the elementary 
school system in England for the last 
nine months. For 20 years I have been 
in the Bombay Education Department, 
and the Board of Education in England 
has allowed me to go round the schools 
with their inspectors. I am going home 
with the knowledge of what we lack: 
our home field is practically unexplored. 

A matter much discussed in Bombay 
is whether or not education should 
be given entirely in the vernacular. 
It is Mr. Vakil’s opinion that it should, 
but his colleague at the Imperial Edu- 
cation Conference, Mr. Covernton, 
principal of the Elphinstone College, 
Bombay, pointed out that there is very 
little material in the way of books in 
the vernacular, when it comes to the 
teaching of natural science, for in- 
stance. 

“No doubt,” he said, “the pupils 
would learn with greater facility in 
the vernacular, and they might gain 
at least a year in time. On thewther 
hand, their outlook would be very 
much narrowed. At present, those 
who want to go to the university 
start with the vernacular in the pri- 
mary schools, and then pass on into 
an Anglo-vernacular, which gradually 
merges into. the English language, the 
ultimate medium of instruction.” 

The problem of educating the aboriz- 
inals has been solved in Bombay, ac- 
cording to Mr. Vakil. He said: 

We believe now in centralizing the 
children for higher elementary studies. 
After having been taught for four years 
in their own villages, we pick out the 
best scholars and send them to central 
boarding schools. 

The education is continued on certain 
vocational lines, and after two or three 
years’ instruction, the pupils go back 
to their vil ages” as leaders or teachers.

This enables the 
planning board to embark more com- 
prehensively upon the project it has 
already given much study. 


Surrounding Places Considered 


The contribution of preliminary 
memoranda with regard to a compre- 
hensive city development program, 
made some time ago by Thomas 
Adams, Town Planning Consultant to 
the Dominion of Canada, and which he 
has offered to amplify with specific 
and more definite suggestions with te- 
spect to Boston, has aided the plan- 
ning board In its arduous undertaking 
Invaluably, according to Miss BEliza- 
beth M. Herlihy, its secretary. 

Miss Herlihy, recownting something 
of the progress made so far, said: 

The City of Boston started upon a 
comprehensive zoning plan and ordi- 
nance last September and for months 
the*® bulk of the progress made after the 
preliminary conferences had been held 
when the work to be done was sur- 
veyed generally and by perspective, and 
schedules for operations outlined, was 
in the gathering of data to be used as 
the foundation for the plan. 

On the basia of part of the data 
assembled, a preliminary classification 
has been made of the prevalent building 
types in regard to use, height and size. 
Of course, the present building code and 
other regulations have been studied and 
an understanding acquired as to the 
zoning powers of the city with a view 
to. determine if additional legislation is 
needed.

With all the evidence before him,

©. Cummings, secretary of the hoard, 
are the other two members of the ar- 
bitraticn group gitting in the present 
controversy. Wages alone are in- 
volved, working conditions having 
been agreed upon. 

The central points of Mr. Wadleigh’s 
closing argument were that living 
costs. have gone down; that an in- 
creased wage means higher fares; 
that a fair and reasonable living wage 
is now being paid as evidenced by the 
length of service of many of the car- 
men: and that the financial condi- 
tion of the road forbids an increase. 

Mr. Vahey reviewed figures on the 
cost of living and the earnings of the 
men. He asserted that the consider- 
ation of paying a decent living wage 
to the employees comes before the 
financial condition of the road.

In an interview this morning, after 
his return from Lawrence where he 
investigat the strike, William Hz, 
O’Brien, chief of the telephonc division 
of the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities said: 


Conditions in Lawrence are much im- 
proved. I understand that in addition 
to the experienced operators brought 
there yesterday from Boston, 25 others 
are coming in today from Philadelphia. 
Police protection at the exchanges i« 
ample to insure the eafe eoming and 
going of the telephone girls. Reports 
of intimidation and insults at the ex- 
changes are greatly exaggerated. The 
picketing, so far as I was able to dis- 
cover, Was good-natured and not bois- 
terous., 

The telephone-using public In Law- 
rence I found to be on the aide of the 
telephone company, but the bulk of the 
Lawrence population favora the strikers. 

To Judge from the nature of the com- 
plaints and letters passing through my 
office, I should say that the Boston 
public was more friendly toward the 
company than toward the strikers. 

I found that the service in Lawrence 
was better than I expected. I had no 
trouble in putting through calls in vari- 
ous parts of the city, and toll calls to 


»>Boston were apparently made without 


difficulty. In the course of the day I 
talked to a large number of telephone 
users, and learned from them that in 
that one day, when the new operators 
were being installed, the service had 
notably improved. 

The telephone company reports 
today further additions to the forces in 
its exchanges, both in Boston and 
throughout New England.

SALE OF BOSTON 
CLUB IMMINENT 


President Jol gy er 
‘League on Hand for Deal 


Developments in the sale of the 
Boston Red Sok, in progress since 
May,*have culminated today in the 
simultaneous appearance in this city 
of B. B. Johnson, president of the 
American e of Professional 
Baseball Clubs, and H: H. Frazee, 
owner of the Boston club franchise. 
The entry of Mr. Johnson was an ¢x- 
tremely quiet one, the league execu- 
tive being seen at the Parker House 
by but one or two persons outside of 
his igtimate associates, and be had 
litle to say about the impending 
transfer other than that the necessary 
steps would probably be taken today. 

It is understood that Robert J. 
Quinn, generally believed to be the 
choice for the next Red Sox club pres- 
ident, will arrive in Boston in time 
to take part in the transaction. Mr. 
Frazee, from his headquarters at the 
Copley-Plaza, was uncommunicative 
on this point, but, like Johnson, ad- 
mitted that “only « few formalities 
need to be ironed out to complete this 
deal.” But Frazee added, “the club is 
not sold yet and I am as much in 
control as when I first bought it from 
Joseph Lannin.” 

The Red Sox offices at Fenway Park 
are as silent as ever on all matters 
appertaining to official business, with 
Secretary L. B. Graver said by D. A. 
Consadine to be traveling with the 
team in the west, and Mr. Consadine 
himself, as business manager, main- 
taining an attitude of quiet proprietor- 
ship that would do even Mr. Frazee 
credit. “I still have the key to the 
front door,” said Consadine this morn- 
ing,, and if he is as successful in with- 
standing this transfer as in the past, 
when he was retained after Mr. 
Lannin disposed of his holdings, the 
present Red Sox business manager 
will hold the key for the new owners 
as well.

VERY FAVORABLE 


Good Rininess Prospects Due to 
~ Big Western Harvest— 
Exports Increase 


OTTAWA, July $ (Special Corre- 
spondence) — Anything but an opti- 
mistic outlook for Canada would not 
be justified by the crop reports from 
the west.

“The west is the one best bet of all 
Canada. 
brighter, and if the crop materializes, 
according to present promises, th 
eastern and western Canada will bene- 
fit immensely.”. 

Not the slightest doubt is expressed 
about the ability of Canada to sell 


any quantity of wheat she has for) 


export, and at very good prices. It is 
understood that the French crop will 
not be as large this year as it was 
last, and that the French Government 
has instructed its American agents 
to buy freely, and Canada undoubtedly 
will be favored because of the rate 
of exchange, which is more favorable 
to France than it is in the case of 
the United States. : 

The fact that Canada, during the 
last nine months, has exported 57,000,- 
000 bushels more of wheat than she 
did during the corresponding period 
last year has convinced leaders in ag- 
riculture in this country that their 
problem is still one of production. 
While Europe is not as well able to 
import as it was before the war, if the 
crops are short a certain amount of 
grain must be bought abroad. This 
country is getting a good share of the 
business. : 

Rallway Returns Favorable 

The railway traffic returns indicate 
a growing volume of business. The 
gross for the Canadian National Rail- 
ways for the week ended June 30 was 
$6,410,000, an increase of 12 per cent 
over that for the corresponding period 
last year. 

In the case of the Canadian Pacific 
the gross was $4,682,000, an increase 
of 13.25 per cent. A _ considerable 
quantity of American grain is now 
passing through Canada, the ship-

Here 
the equally amiable manager, Mr. V. 
W. Chen, ecOnsented to show us 
through some of the 500 filatures. I 
found the same conditions as at 
Shanghai, although not so acutely un- 
comfortable in point of ventilation and 
dirt. Also a new factory was under 
construction, made of concrete, two 
stories high, light and airy. Perhaps 
this was to be the “model” one.

When opposing political groups 
screw up their courage and show 
their teeth, Signor Mussolini refers 
significantly to his Milizia and re- 
marks that it is fully prepared to deal 
with their case, if they insist. 

And yet Signor Mussolini could not 
prolong his dictatorship a week did 
he not have a decisive majority of his 
countrymen -back of him. Far the 
larger part of the public sentiment 
that counts is with him. It may not 
be with him tomorrow but it is with 
him today. 

Sincere in Devotion to Patria 

There is a general feeling that he 
fis sincere in his devotion to the 
Patria. He speaks out frankly. He 
seems to say what he means and to 
mean what he says when he is deal- 
ag with the weal or woe of the coun- 


piry. When he is dealing with other 
‘political groups lhe usually~ plays 
‘politics. He is energetic, a tireless

Signor Mussolini seems to recognize | 


No other premier since 
Francesco Crispi has even approached 
to him in intense, prolonged hours of 
toil. He has economized mercilessly. 
Speaking to the Senate, June 9, he 
said: “I ask if public order has been 
better or worse since last October?” 
“Better!” was the unanimous reply. 

The bulk of the country. recognizes 
this betterment, has no wish to re- 
turn to the public chaos of 1919-20. 
Just this has an immense influence 
with thousands of Italy's liberal- 
minded citizens. They don’t like it 
when he talks like a tyrant and 
parades his army, but they ask them- 
selves the question, “If Benito Musso- 
lini falls, what next?” Communism or 
clericalism, or simon pure militarism, 
or the end of the world for Italy?’ 

This week Parliament has v6ted 
him’ full powers for another year. 
Qnly the Socialists objected. The 
vote was not the expression of a 
cowed Parliament. 
the many derogatory criticisms lev- 
eled against this camera, there are 
outstanding intelligent courageous 
leaders in it—Giovanni Giolitti, Vit- 
torio Orlando, Signor Salandra, Signor 
Turati, Signor Nitti,. and Signor 
Bonomi, to name only the first half 
dozen.

ARAB CONFEDERATION MAY ARISE 
AS RESULT OF BRITISH TREATY

Political Status of Palestine to Remain Unchanged, With 
Possible Admission Later to an Arab.Customs Union 


By LEONARD STEIN

LONDON, June 26—A sensation has 
been caused in Palestine by a tele- 
gram received in’ Jerusalem by the 
Moslem-Christian Society from King 
Hussein of the Hedjaz, with reference 
to the draft treaty between the Hedjaz 
and Great Britain. King Hussein’s 
account of the matter is that the treaty 
promises the active assistance of the 
British Government in establishing 
Arab unity in Mesopotamia, Palestine, 
and Transjordania, and also in the 
Arabian Peninsula,.with the exception 
of the. British protectorate of Aden. 

The construction naturally placed 
on tlie announcement is that an Arab 
confederation is to be created—pre- 
sumably under the auspices of King 
Hussein—and that Palestine i8 to form 
part of that confederation. 

Message is Unconventional 

King Hussein’s message to Pales- 
tine is, to say the least, unconven- 
tional, in that it purports to disclose 
the contents of a-draft treaty which 
the other party to the negotiations 
continues to treat as confidential. 
British Government © has 
statement on its own account and has 
apparently authorized none. 

Again, the Moslem-Christian So- 
ciety, to which King Hussein’s mes- 
sage is addressed, exists for the pur- 
pose of fighting the Balfour declara- 
tion. The mandate for Palestine 
binds Great Britain to carry the 
declaration into effect. It is, there- 
fore, somewhat strange that on the 
eve of concluding an alliance with 
Great Britain King Hussein should 
select this particular body for his con- 
fidences. Thus his announcement has 
not only caused serious misgivings in 
Zionist circles, but has also been 
coldly received by the British Gov- 
ernment.

Permanent Understanding Sought 


Great Britain has had special rela- 
tions with King Hussein ever since 
it brought him into the war in 1916, |- 
and since the war ended it has made 
more than one abortive attempt to 
evtablish a permanent understanding 
with him. <A fresh start was made 
early this year, when King Hussein 
sent an envoy to London in the person 
of Dr. Naji el Assil. Both parties were 
now anxious for definite results, and 
at the end of April, Dr. Naji returned 
to Mecca. with a draft treaty in bis 
pecket. He is shortly expected back 
in London with authority to sign, and 
there is every probability that the 
treaty will before long see the light. 


Three Arab states, enjoying varying 
degrees of independence, already exist, 
Hedjaz, Irak, and Transjordania. All 
of them are within the British sphere 
of influence, and all of them are ruled 


by members of the Sherifian house. | 


These -three Sherifian principalities | 
are to form the nucleus of that Arab 
confederation of which British friends 
of the Arabs have dreamed ever since 
the early days of the war. If such a 


-confederation can be formed it will 


clearly be a source of strength to 
Great Britain in the East, and it will 
be a valuable counterpoise to the rest- 
less ambitions of the new Turkey. It 
will, moreover, give the Arabs such a 
chance as, they have not had since the 
days of the Arab Caliphs of developing 


their characteristic civilization, and it: 


will be a force making for stability in 
an area.in which it is eminently de- 
sirable that equilibrium should be es- 
tablished.

MONTREAL, .Que., July 5 (Special 
Correspondence) — Montreal can. be 
made an all-the-year-round port for 


transatlantic shipping, it is announced 
by R. 8S. Lea of Montreal, civil engi- 
neer, who has carried on an exhaus- 
tive study. Experience in the opera- 
tion of existing power plants has es- 
tablished the belief that certain 
stretches of the main channel of the 
river be kept open in order to pre- 
serve the working head.

Greek Plays at Syracuse 


Syracuse, Sicily 
Special Correspondence 
T IS being considered as to whether 
| it would not be practicable to estab- 
lish a festival of the classic Greek 
plays at Syracuse, in the famous 
ancient Greek theater here, which 
would be a world attraction in the 
same way as the Bayreuth festival of 
the Wagnerian opera and some other 
institutions of a like character. 

The chief promptings have come 
from American and British travelers. 
The latter have been in a large meas- 
ure inspired by recent productions in 
London of classic Greek plays. Syra- 
cuse is already more than half pre- 
pared; for the theater, as every vis- 
itor and most others are aware, is in 
a remarkable state of preservation 
and needs no meddlesome and injuri- 
ous adaptation to set ft right for the 
production of a Greek play. A few 
boards only need be laid across the 
massive stone setting where was the 
stage of old, and about and through 
which are various deep openings con- 
nected with the stage machinery of 
the Greeks. There are dressing rooms 
at each side, and the seating accommo- 
dation is ready. 


Seats Cut Out of Rock 

The stone seats of the hemicycle are 
thoroughly preserved and clean for 
the first dozen tiers, reaching up to 
the first broad promenade, from which 
the better classes descended after 
driving to this level along the road 
which finishes on rock, in which the 
deep ruts of the chariot wheels are as 
strongly marked, as they were in the 
days of old. The seats are cut out of 
the solid rock, a marvelous achieve- 
ment, and there are signs of 46 tiers 
of them, while it is believed there 
were originally at least 11 more. 
These seats are about nine inches 
high and two feet in width from front 
to back, this width, however, having 
te accommodate the feet of the per- 
son, on the next tier behind. 

In recent times, with much skill and 
enthusiasm and a considerable suc- 
cess, the Syracusans have staged 
Greek plays in this theater. The move- 
ment began before the European war, 
when the “Agamemnon” was staged, 
and two years ago the “Choephore,” 
also of A®schylus, was presented,

while last year the “Cdipus Rex” of 
Sophocles and “The Bacche” of 
Euripides were done. They have been 
presented in Italian translation by 
Professor Romagnoli. But from the 
general point of view the season of 
presentation, full Bummer, is wrong, 
for then there are only a few travelers 
in Sicily, which is too hot at such a 
season. In the cool of a Sicilian sum- 
mer evening the performance of a 
classic play here must be splendid, 
but travelers could not be attracted, 
as they must be if this is to be any 
other than a local affair. 


A Setting for a Tragedy 

The idea of the Syracusans is that 
through this agency their famous city, 
the ruins of the ancient one and the 
modern one which is also not ‘without 
its history, might become a vastly 
more popular resort than at present. 
Syracuse is not really understood, and 
the enormous significance of its his- 
tory is not appreciated until an in- 
telligent traveler is actually on the 
spot and begins to go into things and 
consider, for example, the meaning of 
the remarkable Fort Euryelus, which 
he perhaps had not heard of before. 
But from the stone seats of the the- 
ater he looks out over some flat land 
to the harbor of modern Syracuse not 
far away, the big bay in which the 
Greeks and the Syracusans settled 
their accounts in the dim past and 
where the final naval battle, with re- 
sult disastrous to the Greeks, changed 
the course of the world’s history. 
Here, it is murmured, is a setting 
for a tragedy. 

Travelers have been in the habit of 
going to Syracuse, and still are, be- 
cause of a sense of duty, and because 
others have told them they must. To 
look at the Greek theater for a few 
minutes, with minor diversions into 
the famous quarries, and then a car- 
riage drive out to Fort Euryelus has 
been the program, and it has been 
completed with the utmost dispatch. 
Sight-seeing has been condensed at 
Syracuse as hardly anywhere else. The

stay here more than a couple of days, 
which is the recognized period. It is 
reckoned that about 60 per cent of the 
American travelers to Sicily visit 
Syracuse, Some take it on a circular 
route through Girgenti from Palermo 
to Taormina, while others, having 
left out Girgenti and being established 
for a while at Taormina, go there for 
the two days and return, the journey 
from Taormina to Syracuse being one 
of five hours. But, even without 
Greek plays, Syracuse is worth far 
more patronage than this. The plays 
might enable it to establish a season 
of its own. 

February and March are the travel- 
ers’ season in Sicily at present, 
whereas April and Mav are the nat- 
ural season, the sun shining continu- 
ously and the country all. flowers; 
Sicily is at its best. There is a gen- 
eral feeling that the time for the 
Greek play season should be from mid- 
April on. By this means the travelers 
would be induced to come when it is 
at its best and to prolong the season. 
They favor February and March at 
present, chiefly because of a misap- 
prehension as to the climatic features 
of the island, and because these 
months fit in better than others for 
their traveling routes and programs. 
They ;take Sicily as a beginning for 
their’ movément north. But in any 
case, Syracuse, by this means, doing 
the thing well and staging several 
plays, might make a great season for 
itself. It is, however, 
idea for Syracuse to put through in- 
pendently; it would seek  assist- 
ance, artistic and otherwise, from 
Rome and elsewhere.

IGHTING for his country, Herbert 
Marshall suffered damage which 
would have driven many & Man to 
But, undaunted, * 
he “soon resumed his place on the 
boards as if he had come unscathed 
out of the ordeal, as if his lim®? were 
as complete and flexible as those of 
a young giant. An almost impercep- 
tible halt of gait, which adds to his 
measure of movements, is a gentile 
reminder of his sacrifice. 

Among the jeunes premiers of the 
English stage he is striding rapidly 
to the fore. Nature has given him a 
sympathetic personality, a manly face 
of fine regularity, warmed by a rare 
tenderness of expression, and a deep 
voice that falls pleasantly on the ear 
and is full of resonance and the note 
of pathos. He has the inestimable 
quality of restraint, and it is this re- 
straint in many ways which renders 
his delivery so attractive, so sincere, 
s0 moving. 

In Toller’s play, “The Machine- 
Wreckers,” that bitter cry of down- 
trodden Germany, he had his great 
opportunity. His was the character 
of the idealist, who preferred strength 
to force, who endeavored to pour oil 
on the turbulent waters, whose aim 
was to shed the light of reason, and 
of good will, on turbulent minds pur- 
blinded by misery on the one side, by 
egotism on the other. They stoned 
him for his pains, yet even in his 
agony he remained suave. 

It was one of those parts of length 
and words which would tax the strong- 
est memory, the strongest chords. The 
temptation to rant was great. but Mar- 
shall did not yield to it. He saw in 
his part nothing but the human side; 
he delivered his harangues, his ad- 
jurations, his prayefs and his pleas 
witb fervor and with depth. He spoke 
from his thoughts and the meaning he 
laid into his words betokened the 
working of his mind. Had it been a 
public performance of “Hamlet,” to 
whose idealism the character was 
somewhat germane, it would havs 
meant revelation. Now, in the fianer 
circle of the Stage-Society, it was 
an achievement in semi-iniimacy of 
which the outer world would but hear 
a faint echo. But those who were 
present felt the unmistakable signs 
that portend a great future. “A Man 
has come to Court.”

In the year 
1608 he set out for Venice, travelling 
for the most part on foot, and a few 
years later published an account of 
his wayfaring in a volume which he 
quaintly entitled “Coryat’s crudities 
gobbied up in five months’ travels: 
newly digested in the hungry air of 
Odcombe, in the county of Somerset.” 

And ‘what a born traveller he was. 
this glHb Elizabethan who, upon his 
safe return, indulged the strange 
whimsey of hanging up his shoes in 
His father’s church, where they re- 
at on view for nearly two centu- 

es. 

The journal is written in so idiosyn- 
cratic and native a manner that all 
that he sees or experiences ig’ brought 
home to the mind of the reader with 
extraordinary vividness. 

Indeed, as we turn the faded pages 
we seem won to a strange intimacy 
with this inquisitive, bearded, and 
fantastical figure, who, with clout on 
back and hedge stick in hand, made 
his way three hundred years ago along 
the dusty summer roads of Europe. 

His curiosity was insatiable.

For Homer, as many poets claim to 
be his translator as cities claimed to 
be his birthplace. Pope caught some 
ring of the battle hymns, but he sang 
them in a thodern tune of his own in- 
vention. Cowper—as poet, the absolute 
antithesis of Homer—in a modest and 
scholarly version, gave us the sense 
of the “Iliad,” but nothing of its maj- 
esty and fire. Then George Chapman, 
poet and scholar, made a splendid at- 
tempt to do the impossible in a version 
which revealed the Hellenic world to 
John Keats, we know, but which, by 


village to village nothing escaped nie, its unwieldy seven-foot rhyming cou- 


plets reduced the “Iliad” to what was 
hardly English verse——and certainly 
was not Homer’s hexameter. He felt 
this, for his “Odyssey” was in the five- 
foot couplets, like Pope’s, and was 
more like English verse, but not more 
like Homer’s. I can read Cowper's 
“Odyssey”; and there is much beauty 
in Philip Worsley‘s ‘version of the 
“Odyssey” in Spenserian stanza. All 
attempts to put the “Iliad” into any 
form of stanza, or any form of rhyme, 
or into dactylics, or hexameters, much 
léss into any ballad metre, are in my 
opinion utterly’ futile. If we want a

t __} cessful assault upon it difficult ; 

but the organization which has 
served to crystallize and to direct the prohibition senti- 
ment of the land is, of course, under human control, 1s 
not immune from-error and can readily furnish bases for 
hostile criticism. 

In New York City we find the very efficient, if some- 
what militant, Superintendent Anderson under fire in the 
state attorney’s office upon allegation of various offenses. 
To prejudge his case is a matter that may be left to the 
newspapers interested in the restoration of the liquor 
traffic. They have in headlines and by innuendo been 
virtually asserting his guilt for months, and have been 
promising his indictment by more than one grand jury 
which failed to carry out the promise. It is, however, 
- fair to say that the work performed by Anderson has 
been of a nature which would necessarily breed for him a 
large ‘crop of peculiarly malignant enemies. Moreover, 
he stands in the State which leads in violation of the pro- 
hibition law, as the foremost exponent of the public 
sentiment which led to the enactment of that law. Attacks 
upon his rectitude were to be expected, and it 1s only 
the part of ordinary decency for the public to withhold 
any sort of judgment in the matter until the courts shall 
have given opportunity for both the prosecution and the 
defense to be heard. 

As the head center of liquor lawlessness, New York 
naturally furnishes the most spectacular illustrations of 
the attacks upon the Anti-Saloon League. Its Mayor, 
who as the actual commanding officer of the police force 
should regard himself as charged with the duty of enforc- 
ing the law, writes a letter in. his characteristic literary 
style to the general counsel of the Anti-Saloon League, 
denouncing that organization for not enforcing the law, 
but for concentrating its efforts upon the politics of the 
situation. The Mayor of New York has at his command 
a police force of 12,000 men. The Anti-Saloon League 
exists. orlly for the purpose of influencing public and 
legislative sentiment in behalf of prohibition. It has no 
executive authority under the law, nor any body. of off- 
cers charged with authority. When Mayor Hylan states 
that “I have given and will continue to give every co- 
operation to the federal enforcement officials,” he states 
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what every observant New Yorker knows to be untrue. 


Governor Smith, in pursuance of his ambition to “put 
my foot on the brass rail and blow off the froth,” has 
given the police of New York State an excuse for with- 
drawing from any activity for the enforcement of the 
prohibition law, and of that excuse they generally take 
advantage. No well-informed person will doubt that if 
the police force were ordered to' enforce the law, most of 
the bootleggers would be driven from town. The only 
' way the present discreditable and intolerable situation can 
be corrected is through political agitation which will result 
in the enactment of a new enforcement law to take the 
place of the one which Smith slaughtered. To accom- 
plish: this, the Anti-Saloon League must participate 
actively in politics, and it is because of apprehension that 
this participation may produce results that the Mayor of 
New York attacks such actions. 

In Michigan, Senator Couzens, who, greatly to the 
regret of many friends and admirers, has thrown himself 
apparently without reservation into opposition to the pro- 
hibition law, has turned from advocating the legalization 
of beer with alcoholic content of as much as 5 per cent 
to attacks on the Anti-Saloon League. He asserts that 
“it' raises hundreds: of: millions of dollars to bulldoze 
representatives and senators into carrying out its will.”’ 
Of course, the Senator is in a position to speak of big 
figures, but those who know anything concerning the 
treasury of the Anti-Saloon League will look with 
skepticism upon the estimate of hundreds of millions of 
dollars as the measure of its collections. Nor does the 
league; as the Senator is quoted as saying, seek “to regu- 
late what the citizens of Michigan should eat, drink, and 
wear.’ The function of the league is to aid in giving 
effect to the decision, several times ratified at the polls 
by: the citizens of Michigan, that there should not be 
manufactured or offered for sale in that State intoxi- 
cating. liquors of any sort. At the last election, when 
this issue was presented, something more than 260,000 
majority was cast against.-the legalization of the beer 
to which the Senator now offers his adherence and sup- 
port. The -Anti-Saloon League of the State is on the 
side of this majority. It seems fatuous for an individual 
to denounice it as an arrogant and autocratic force when 
it merely reflects the last recorded sentiment of the 
electorate. : 

At times and in places there may have been methods 
adopted by agents of the Anti-Saloon League that savor 
of coercion and intimidation, but those instances are iso- 
lated and rare. The liquor politicians who are harping 
upon them are conveniently blind to the strong-arm 
political methods adopted by the saloons and their pro- 
prietors, the brewers, who are now making this nation- 
wide contest for a return to power. As they dare not 
defend the methods of those whom they are now serving, 
they think to advance their cause by wholesale attack on 
the one agency which most efficiently gives material 
effect in the law to the overwhelming prohibition senti- 
ment of the Nation as a whole. We do not believe that 
the intelligent common serise of the people of the United 
States will permit attention to be diverted from the real 
issue of the return to power of the liquor interests by this 
attack upon the representative organization engaged in 
the defense of the law, :

What is to be written of 
Asia ?—where “the Russian Government hopes, by grati- 
fying nationalist aspirations, to strengthen its hold.” 

If the Bolshevist attempt upon European Socialism 
has failed everywhere, as it has\ (though minority groups 
in sympathy with the Third Internationale are here and 
there active), so, too, it is failing in Asia distinctly. The 
new-come Caucasus states,; Azerbaijan, “Armenia, and 
Georgia, are wholly sovietized, to be sure. 
Persia one finds the program of the local Socialists in 
full agreement with Russian plans, demanding “most 
cordial relations between two peoples so animated by the 
spirit of true liberty.” Further, there exists between 
Moscow and Angora some sort of understanding, though 
all evidence points to half-hearted support of it on the 
Turkish part. Finally, the whole of great’ Siberia is 
“ofhicially” bolshevized; actually, the doctrine is sup- 
ported only in a few centers, as in that Far Eastern 
Republic set up at the crossroads east of Baikal. The 
mass of the people are indifferent to Communism or 
(more usually ) sharply opposed to it, though yet lacking 
organization and leadership. With this said, the best, if 
not, indeed, the entirety, of: the case for Bolshevism in 
the largest of the continents has been stated. 

Japan, China, the Dutch Indies, India, Afghanistan, 
and the khanates remain; -If the much-talked-of agree- 
ment/with Tokyo goes through, it will be as wholly com- 
mercial as astute Japanese negotiators can make it; surely 
it will offer no direct encouragement to anything com- 
munistic. There is no chance for Communism taking 
general hold in China, though there is now in that un- 
easy Republic a secret society among whose members 
Bolshevist teachings are an influence. This clique ap- 
pears active in the south, and some of its agents have 
recently penetrated the Dutch Indies, there to be promptly 
suppressed by the police. In Afghanistan this super- 
Marxian “‘philosophy’” is not so much as talked of. The 
Ameer, having toyed with the fire a while, determined not 
to be burnt, and Lenine’s energetic representatives at 
Kabul were packed back home. Of what Bolshevism is 
futilely attempting in British India, this paper has lately 
written. Of the Sarts and Bokharans, the Usbegs and 
Turcomans, it is only to be recorded that the Communism 
which sprang to such Red blossom in those khanates 
is withering fast. As Moritz Davidsohn wrote to 
The Christian Science Monitor, from Askhabad, last 
November : : 

The whole of the elaborate Red fabric in Central] Asia 
rests on the shiftiest of shifting sands. So far from 
having good prospects of “setting the whole East 


ablaze,” the Bolsheviki are more likely to end by setting 
their own house on fire. 


And this despite propaganda trains, tons of pamphlets 
and proclamations, and rubles spent by the billion. 

Bolshevist policy in the East holds two objectives: 
one immediate—the destruction of Western political and 
economic power; the other ultimate—the bolshevizing 
of the Oriental masses and the consequent destruction of 
the. native upper and middle classes. In the little “‘repub- 
lican” trio in the Caucasus this program has entered 
the second stage, but through the rest of ‘“Mother Asia,” 
so far from attaining the second objective, Moscow finds 
itself losing what it had of the first. 


To THE sovereigns and chief executives of nearly every 
civilized nation throughout the world there has gone forth; 
couched ‘in temperate and consid- 
ered language, what is believed 
by its authors to be a simple 
formula for universal peace. 
The search for this has been 
long and at times sorely disap- 
pointing. History offers con- 
vineing proof that the quest has 
heretofore, despite wise counsels and unselfish: warnings, 
been in the wrong direction. There have, from time 
immemorial, been wars to end wars. The last great war, 
perhaps more than any other in modern times, was 
regarded as the annihilator of all war. But now, as in 
times past, it has béen made apparent that it is not by 
giving unstinted vent to human passion that hatred and 
greed may be destroyed. It is not strange, as this realiza- 
tion is impressed, that those who have become weary of 
the fruitless struggle, which at best can only assure the 
temporary supremacy of a conquering race or nation, pro- 
fess to be ready to receive and to heed such a message 
as that sent out from Winona Lake under the seal of the 
International Conference of Christian Citizenship. 

But what a significant confession it is that “‘the time 
has come to try Christianity” in the effort to solve what 
heretofore has been regarded as an unsolvable problem. 
For nineteen centuries the answer to humanity’s pitiful 
appeal has been available. Yet the struggle has continued, 
intermittently, perhaps, in the vain hope that by some 
self-chosen process the millennittm of peace might be 
discovered. Now, with every thoughtful person in the 
world convinced of the futility of armed conflict, with 
the assurance that every future war is bound to be more 
destructive than its predecessor, and that without exag- 
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‘geration the complete destruction of humanity is prom- 


ised if the ingenuity of mankind is to be permitted to 
contrive new processes of annihilation, it is indeed time 
to “try Christianity.” 

In the message sent out it is attempted to indicate 
the modus by which the world may be saved from what 
is declared to be its impending fate. It need not be de- 
cided, for the moment, whether the process indicated is 
the only one, or the best one, which might be proposed. 
It matters little what pathway is taken if the goal is 
finally reached, Mankind probably will always differ: in

its choice of methods. But there is no doubt as to the 
truth of this simple declaration, made a part of the 
appeal: “The nations of the world must depart from 
selfish individualism and huinan isolation.” Only by 
such a departure can anything approaching human 
brotherhood be achieved. And it is only through brother- 
hood that peace on earth can be established. 


Wuen the Canadian Air Board was merged with 
the'departments of Militia and Naval Service into one 
department, that of National ee 
Defense, drasti¢ economy caused ((_ i fe 
the ae for aircraft work Practical | 
to be severely reduced. For the : 
financial aes 1922-23, the Aircraft Work | 
Dominion Parliament voted only inCanada 
$1,000,000 for aviation. This {¢ Ca 
sum had to provide not only for 
the Canadian Air Force, but also for control of civil 
aviation, and, further, to pay for the flying service for 
other federal departments. In. the report of the Air 
Board, lately issued, there is a commendable record of 
work done at very small cost. 

Although the total hours of flying were reduced from 
4347 in 1921 to 2541 in 1922, the amount of useful work 
carried out by aircraft increased enormously. Civil avia- 
tion made steady progress: more than half of the hours 
flown were devoted to such work as forest fire patrol, 
forest survey, aerial photography, mail carrying, trans- 
portation, and other commercial flying, which greatly 
exceeded the hours devoted to similar work in the pre- 
ceding year. Reference is made in the report to the fact 
that after the disastrous conflagration in the Haileybury 
and Cobalt districts, last fall, the authorities put on an 
air patrol to ascertain the extent of the damage and insure 
that the fire was not spreading to other districts. ‘Had 
aircraft been used to direct the efforts of the fire fighters 
at the beginning of the fire,” the report says, “there is 
no doubt whatever but what it would have been extin- 
guished before reaching such immense proportions.” 

During the season, seventy-six forest fires were 
located by commercial aircraft, and were either promptly 
put out by the crews themselves or reported to a base 
from which fire fighters were dispatched with the neces- 
sary equipment to deal with the emergency. Thousands 
of square miles of timber were saved from destruction 
by this means. : 

Canada isa particularly favorable field for the devel- 
opment of civil aviation. As a method of transportation 
and observation over the vast territories to the north of 
the railroads, flying is fast, reliable and easy. As an 
alternative to the canoe, dog, and pack-train, it reduces 
the time from weeks to hours, in some instances. 

In addition to forestry work, other Government de- 
partments were served by the Air Board in such work 
as the geodetic survey, topographical survey, national 
parks, reclamation, water powers and geological survey. 
The Department of Customs and Excise employed patrols 
from the Vancouver station for the prevention of smug- 
gling by vessels incoming and outgoing to the Orient, 
and, with somewhat limited means, to prevent the use of 
Canadian islands for rumrunning operations. Agricul- 
ture, the Department of Indian Affairs and the Interna- 
tional Joint Commission, and several of the provincial 
governments, were also furnished with aircraft assist- 
ance when they called for it. 

“Air power, like sea power, to be effective and per- 
manent, must be based on a sound economic development 
for peace uses,’ says the report of the Canadian Air 
Board. “On any other pasis its maintenance in Canada 
must be artificial and burdénsome in time of peace.” 
This official opinion should, and doubtless does, find 
favor with the people of Canada. 
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It Does not fall to the lot of many men to enjoy the 
éxperiences and adventures which have befallen Capt. 
Angus Buchanan, who has just returned to London after 
an extensive trek in the Sahara Desert. Perhaps the 
most remarkable was his journey to the Bilma salt mines 
with a caravan of 7000 camels. Standing in the middle 
of the line neither the head nor the tail could be discerned 
across the desert. Then one time he traveled almost 
continuously with but a single break for 122 days. Cap- 
tain Buchanan declares that, contrary to popular belief 
the desert is not pure sand. It is true that it is fright- 
fully barren, but there is generally a little short tufty 
grass. The measure of the success of his expedition is 
evident in the keen interest which the officials Of the 
Natural History. Museum, in South Kensington; are 
taking in the specimens he has brought home with him.

THE Royal Air Force Pageant, held recently at Hen- 
don, England, doubtless was a striking spectacle, F ully 
100 aircraft took part in it, many of which had never 
been seen by the public before. They included the huge 
Aldershot bomber, with the largest single-power unit in 
the world (the 1000-horsepower Napier Cub engine), 
and the Wren three-horsepower machine, the tiniest 
airplane in the world. They demonstrated, as an 
advance notice of the pageant said, “the tremendous ad- 
vance which had been made in the development of fight- 
ing aircraft since the war.” When will it be realized, 
however, that preparations for war do not make for 
peace, despite all the peace talk in the world?

So MANY people regard Colonel House’s word as 
authoritative upon almost every subject on which he 
speaks that his opinion regarding Anglo-American rela- 
tionships, expressed recently, is particularly valuable.

The large numbers of Americans who visit England 

every year take back with them increased knowledge 


of the ways and ideas of the people which cannot help 
but increase the good feeling at present happily existing. 
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YEARS ago, when many foreign service posts were held by 
literary men and others who had felt the impulse to spend a few 
years abroad and had suggested as much to a beneficent gov- 
ernment, Bret Harte was United States Consul in a Scottish 
city.. And it was a common observation in the Service, “Harte? 
Ah, yes; he’s Consul at Glasgow, with headquarters in Lon- 
don.” The famous author’s visits to the smoke-veiled northern 
city were said to average two a year, and to be of very briet 
duratien indeed. 

When today a young man, with visions of 2 pleasant life 
abroad as a “diplomatist,” aspires to the Foreign Service, he is 
likely to find it difficult to make an impression upon the 
adamant of Washington. Yet suppose he has managed to 
secure the post of a “non-career” vice-consul, at a salary of 
$1800 a year, he will discover that this, except in exceedingly 
rare instances, is as far as he can possibly go, without 
“examination’’; but he has been adroitly led to believe that this 
sum is quite sufficient for him to maintain himself abroad, in a 
manner befitting a representative of the United States. 

Now as to the “examination” referred to, the manner of its 
conduct is worth noting, for it has been much criticized. 
Moreover, it is the absolute turning-point of a young man’s 
career in the consular service. Not having undertaken it, or 
having failed to satisfy its requirements, he may. as a number 
actually have, remain in the service for a lifeteme and never 
receive more than $200 or $300 advance over the salary at 
which he commenced. 

The test to determine qualificatidns for advancement con- 
sists of two procedures, the one written, the other “oral.” The 
first may be taken in any part of the world, at the recommenda- 
tion of the applicant’s superior officer. But—~and here is the 
hitch—its successful accomplishment is by no means all, nor 
even most important. The applicant must come te Washing- 
ton for the “‘oral’’ trial. 

It is deemed wise, and quite properly so, that before a man 
is established in a position whence he can be removed only by 
act of Congress, and then but on the most Specific grounds, he 
should come face to face with certain high officials. ‘This is 
to the end that they may judge of his. general fitness for the 
service ; of his mental equipment, his presence, poise, and so on. 
Let us examine the manner of its conduct.

A “class,” or group, of perhaps a score of candidates is as- 
sembled, including such as have been able to come to Wash- 
ington after a term of “non-career” service. Others have been 
designated after due preparation at one of the several univer- 
sities which now offer “diplomatic” courses. All these have 
taken and passed a written test, not dissimilar to that for rural 
mail carrier or deputy shipping commissioner, with the addition 
of a few questions on foreign trade. | 

The class is marched into a large room of the State De- 
partment, and seated jn a row, facing the light. Opposite are 
the examiners, usually the Second or Third Assistant Secretary 
of State; the Director of the Consular Service, Mr. Wilbur 
J. Carr; and some other highly-placed official. 
have been assigned numbers to which they are to respond, 
rather than to their names. 

Some time elapses before_anything happens, during which 
the examiners seem to be busy with papers and correspondence. 
The candidates are also busy. They are wondering who will 
be the: recipient of the first broadside, what will be its nature, 
and if their nervousness is being noted. ‘The latter is most 
emphatically the case. Nothing along this line escapes the 
eagle-eyed examiners. 

Then come the questions. 
Curzon Line?’ 

Not improbably “Number 465” never heard of it; or, it 
he has heard of it, he is, perhaps, a little vague as to its sig- 
nificance. 7 

Very well, then. ‘Number 465” uneasily pleads ignorance. 
It is not to be understood that this will ruin his chances for 
promhotion. But his manner of handling the query will hold 
deep significance. And his ignorance of the proper answer 
and access of nervousness resulting will very likely upset his 
balance to the extent of botching the next inquiry, which may 
relate to something quite familiar. 
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“Number 28, what is the function of a Municipal Board 
of Architecture ?”’ 

Probably “Number 28” is wildly sorting out the tablets of 
memory in an abortive attempt to recall something about the 
Curzon Line, and is taken unawares. If that is the case he is 
unfortunate. For a hesitant request that the question be re- 
peated is a distinct mark against the candidate. It indicates 
lack of mental alertness, failure to “concentrate.” 

Now all this is more or less detail, and it may be argued 
that the method of selection is quite proper, though its efficacy 
is open to some question. The real objection is not thus far 
discernible. But such an objection exists, in almost unanswer- 
able form; and here are the facts in support of it: 

No matter in what part of the world the applicant may be, | 
he must come to Washington for his oral test, however suc- 
cessful his written examination may have been, and however 
much his value to the service, as reviewed by his superior 
officers. However, it is proper that he should come to Wash- 
ington. That is admitted. But he comes at his own expense! 

That is the main point, and the greatest obstacle in the way 
of advancement of a young consular officer who has to exist 
on the most meager salary that any important government 
pays its similar officials. He comes back for the face-to-face 
test at his own expense. Nor is special leave granted for the 
purpose. He must so arrange his biennial sixty days’ holiday 
in. the States that it will accord: with the date set for these 
class tests in the capital. And there he must spend as much 
of that holiday as may be required. 

Perhaps the candidate’s home is 1000, 2000, miles from 
Washington. Very likely his post is triple that distance from 
the United States. His salary is $1800 a year. Can he go 
to Washington to take this “oral” examination? Of course 
he cannot, in nineteen cases out of twenty, unless he has private 
means or wealthy parents. But farther than that $1800 a year 
he carinot otherwise get, be his ability ever so pronounced. 

So once more we come back to the old difficulty in the way 
of raising the Foreign Service, the consular branch especially, 
to the highest possible point of efficiency. Here again is a 
situation which gives the rich man’s son an advantage over the 
man who has only his salary; a situation which the civil service 
system was intended to destroy. That it has not destroyed it 
is manifest in the foregoing; and it will be made more manifest 
in subsequent articles on the Foreign Service. Thus far we 
find *that, although the system of examinations was meant to 
give preference to the man of proven ability, yet the method of 
conducting therh practically defeats their purpase,
